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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following invention is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-28 and 55-57 are drawn to user monitoring and classified in class 709, 
subclass 224. 

II Claims 29-54 and 58-63 are drawn to displaying advertisements and classified in 
class 709, subclass 206. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility, usable alone, such as the 
ability to monitor user's action. Invention II has separate utility, usable alone, such as the ability 
to display advertisements. See MPEP § 806.05(d) 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the search required for 
Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. A telephone call attempt was made to Mr. William Hare (44739) on 12/03/2003 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement; examiner learned that the 
application serial number 09/690007 (Attorney Docket No. 06975-058001 / Ad Serving) is 
currently being handled by Attorney Carl Reinner, 

5. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Carl Reinner (Fish & Richardson P.C. 202- 
626-6447) on 12/04/2003 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did
